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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the new claim 37 andamendemtns to claim 23 may raise new issue for further consideration. 

Continuation of 1 1 : because of the reasons set forth in the prior offcie action. Particularly, the fact that applicant has recognized another 
advantage which would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis for patentability when the differences 
would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985). Note, Gander et al. discloses that 
retinoids (not be limited to retinoic acid) play an essential role in controlling the normal differentiation of epithelial tissue, (col. 1 , lines 38- 
40, emphasis added). Gander teaches that 4-HPR retains the active as retinoids but with much less toxicity. Therefore, one of ordinary skill 
in the art would have been motivated to try 4-HPR as a substitute of other known retinoid because of its known low toxicity. 
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
